TORNADO SEASON. 


Tha time of year is at hand when, in 
ornado periods, the greatest number 
f these destroyers osually occur. In 
April, May and June the greatest num- 
>er occur in the country bounded by 
;he Kooky Mountains, on the west. 
Missouri river on the north, Missis- 
sippi river on the east, and the Galf 
of Mexico on the south. In this dis- 
;rict near the Kooky Mountains is the 
ilace of greatest security. 


From June to August, the favorite 


locality of these storms, is the large 
;ountry north of the Ohio and Missouri 
•ivero, including Ohio and westward 
;o the Rockies. Only a few tornadoes 
occur in this district near the Bockies. 
The Alleghany Mountains, also, are al- 
most free from tornadoes. 


From December to March, south and 


east of Kentucky are the favorite local- 
ties of these storms, more particularly 
n northern 
Mississippi, 
Alabama, 


Georgia and the Carolinas. 


Prof. Davis of Harvard college says: 
All storms, yet studied, turn from 
•ight to left in the northern hemis- 
phere, and from left to right in the 
southern." Lieutauaut Finley of the 
National Weather Bureau has made 
tornadoes a special study and says: 
"The tornado has the outward visible 
figure of a funnel shaped cloud revolv- 
ing from right to left, as you would 
turn a nut onto a bolt, point down- 
ward." 


Prof. H. A. Hazen, of the weather 


bureau, has also made a special study 
of tornadoes and as he is quite promi- 
nent as a forecaster, his views will be of 
great weight. He declares that; "We 
may be certain that there is no uniform 
whirl in tornadoes iu either direction. 
The best evidence we have, scattering 
of debris, is strongly in favor of the 
view that there is no whirl. The fact 
of the existence of u whirl is one of 
tho most important that can be estab- 
lished." 


With these conflicting views among 


the leading scientists of this country, 
there can be little progress made to- 
ward discovering the cause of torna- 
does, and if we cannot discover the 
cause, we can never correctly forecast 
tho times when these destroyers will 
probably occur.

L Young Lady's Disappointment In a 


Love Affair tke Cause. 


A letter received from Amede«slast 


evening gave the following details of 
the attempted suicide of. Mias Laura 
Strong of Susanville,

Thursday mflrning. It seems that the 
young lady was engaged to be married 
and went to Amedee expecting to meet 
her intended husband and be married 
there. The lover did not arrive, and 
after waiting four or five days she be- 
came moody and appeared

worried. Thursday morning she feign- 
ed toothache and went to the drag 
store and procured a phial of opium 
She returned to her room at the Hole 
Amedee, and in a short time called 
man about the hotel and sent him afte 
another phial of the drug. The drag 
gist upon being told who it was for be 
came suspicious and went to the girl' 
room, but repeated rappings and call 
were unheeded by her. The proprieto 
forced the door of the room and foun 
the girl lying on the bed and the phia 
i,hat had held the poison empty. Whe: 
accused of taking the opium she de 
nied it, but her symptoms soon indi 
cated that she had. A telephone mes 
sage was sent to Susanville for 
physician, but the latter realizing tha 
the distance to Amedee could not b 
covered in time to save her life, th 
doctor stood at the telephone anc 
directed what should be done, and he 
fgiends acting under bis instruction 
succeeded after three hours of bard 
work in saving her life. During th< 
time her friands were trying to savi 
her she fought them and repeatedly 
told them that if she failed in this at 
tempt she would try it again. In 
note addressed to her father iu Susan 
ville she gave instructions regarding 
the disposition of her personal effects 
but gave no reason for her rash act. I 
is thought the non-arrival of her in 
tended so preyed upon her mind tha' 
she became despondent and attempted 
suicide.

Professor Foster Says it Has Much to do 


With the Weather. 


The bright star in the west just after 


sunset is Venus. It is following and 
rapidly gaining on the earth, and Pro- 
fesaor Foster says it has much to do 
with our weather. The disc, or face, 
of this planet changes the same as the 
moon and with a small telescope it may 
now be seen as the moon appears at 
first quarter. On the 18th of Septem- 
ber H will pass between the earth and 
sun and will not then be visible as its 
dark sido will be turned toward us as 
the moon is at new. Venus occupies 
the position relative to the earth as 
now at intervals of about nineteen 
mouths. At its nearest point it is 
twenty-two million miles from 
the 


earth and is brightest thirty-six days 
before and after it passes between the 
earth and sun and will, therefore, be 
brightest about 
tober 6th.

Wolves, Fimtuers and 
Hears Sensitive 


About For Overcoats—An Aged Sullivan 
County Hunter Tells Some Experiences 
Illustrating Thin Queer Fact. 
"A bear or 5 panther can't stand tha 


light of a wolfskin or a ooonskin over- 
coat, " said an aged banter of Sullivan 
county, "and both also dislike the looks 
of an overcoat made of buffalo skin 
Thev become enraged when they see a 
hnntei striding through tho woods with 
a for coat on 
They will start for him 


i<> iiiotant they get sight of him, and 
nl ess he stops them with a rifle ball or 
chaige of buckshot they will invaria 
ly tackle him 
A wolf or even a paok 


f thoin will always torn tail and ran 
way from a hunter that wears a wolf 
kin coat, but they will ohaso a man 
vho wears a coat of any other kind of 
or and will attack him if they'got a 
'janoe In the winters early in the for- 
isa I hunted panthers, wolves and bears, 
nlling a deer once in awhile for a 
hange 
When the weather waa bitter 


old, I wore a ooonskin overcoat until a 
panther mined it, and here is what is 
eft of it 


I killed an even dozen of panthers 


and a score of wolves while wearing 
hat coat 
It was m January, 1844, 


hat I had to stop wearing it. Onevery 
•old morning I put on my snowshoes 
and started for the head of Kitchen's 
oreek to hunt panthers and wolves. The 
sno\v was three feet deep in the woods, 
and the wolves and panthers were 
slaughtering the deer at a frightful rate 
In a spruoe ravine to the right of the 
creek I saw a movement in an ever- 
green tree and raised my rifle for what 
t thought might be a panther 


I hadn't been standing a minute 


when I heard a twig snap back of me, 
and before I could turn half way round 
lOinething struck my back and drove me 
forward on my hands and knees. Of 
course I instantly realized that a panther 
bad landed on my back 
It stuck its 


claws into my shoulders and began to 
kick with its hind feet, snarling and 
toiling at the coonskm with its teeth 
I know in a second that the only thing 
foi me to do was to throw myself back- 
ward, and this I did at once, burying 
the pauthor in the enow beneath me 
The panther then started to scream, but 
tho snow and my weight kept it from 
making much noise 
It continued to 


claw great rents m the coonskm coat 
nntil I stabbed it three times in the 
side, when it stopped kicking and began 
to gasp 
I knew that the point of tho 


kmfo had touched n \ital spot, so I lay 
still till the panther stretched out dead 
Thou I got up and pulled the boast ont 
of the snow by the tail 
I'd hardly 


dropped it on thosmfico thin thcie was 
mother movement in tho oveigioen tieo 


"This time I spied a pair of eyes on 


a limb about 15 feet above the,snow 
and blazad away at them 
A panther 


tumbled out, began to pitch and dive in 
the snow, soon turning up its toos Then 
I pulled off the overcoat and discovered 
that tho panther had ruined it 
The 


claws hadn't touched rny flesh, though, 
for Iworo thiee thicknesses ot deerskin 
and two of wool under the overcoat On 
that trip of throe clays I got five pan- 
thers and tour wolves 


"The saino winter I surprised a pack 


of wolves tint had cornered three deer 
in a pen up in tho Mehoopany country 
I had ona woltsUucoat, and the wolves 
legged it out ot the pen the moment they 
got sight of me. I pulled off the coat 
aud put it behind a tree, and tho wolves, 
wbcn llioy stopped to look back, acted 


if thoy had been scared by a false 


alarm 
When they saw that the over 


oat %vaso't in sight, they didn't care 
any nioio foi me than for a sapling. 
They immediately returned to tho deer 
pen as bold as you please, and I shot tha 
whole five as fast as I could load and 
fire 


"One winter Joel Wright, who used 


;o hunt and trap all the vv ay from the 
Loyalsock to the Mehoopany, rolled up 
us ooonskin oveicoat and placed it on 
a log in the woods till ho could go over 
a knoll and look at one of his traps. 
When he got to tho top of the knoll on 
nis way back, he heard a bear bellow- 
ing down m the hollow, as if it was 
challenging another boar to fight with 
dim 
In a minute Joel caught sight of 


tho noisy beir but couldn't make out 
where the other ono was. The challen- 
ger was slouching toward the log on 
which the coonskm overcoat lay in a 
bunch, and Joel made up his mind that 
the bear had got scent of the coat and 
was about to tackle it. 


"Joel had a better fur coat at homo, 


ami be didn't care much what the bear 
did with the one on the log 
Anyhow 


ho was, going to watch the bear, and, if 
hu got the better of the coat, all right 
Ho could seo that the fellow was angry 
bi-loio ho got within ten rods of the log 
Knshiug up to the log, the bear seized 
tbe overcoat in his paws and began to 
squeeze and shake it as if it was a thing 
of life that ha held an old grudge against 
Jool tramped down the knoll then to son 
all tho fun at short range, and pretty 
soon the bear gave tho coat a dreadful 
hug let ont a yell, fell over backward 
•uid went to spi \whng ami rolling lu 
tin -jou 
Jcel knew what the trouble 


w ib but he didn't say a word 
The 


b( ir d bad his o\vn way, and he was as 
lead m a flint when Jool got to him. 
Jool s hunting-knife WBB in a pocket of 
tho overcoat, and the point of it bad 
pierced tho heart of the angry animal 
when ho bagged the coat to his breast 
in a tit of rage."—Soranton Letter in 
Now York Sun.
